Large numbers of sheep have been wantonly 
killed at Laverton and Derrimut, Holders, of grazing 
leases in Altona have also been affected.

He has killed two or three 
dogs. 
But the owners could not be 
identified as the dogs wore no 
name tags. 
He has noticed dogs wearing ! 
tags killing his sheep, but they 
have eluded capture. 


Mr. Shaw now finds it neces- - 
sary to yard his sheep every 
night. 

With his sons he keeps a night | 
long watch. 

Each day the sheep have to 
be watched as he has seen in- 
stances of killing in the day 
ime.

Draft Estimates 


—Cr. GINIFER’S WARNING 


Commenting on a question from Cr, D, K. Grant 
relating to draft estimates, Cr. J. J. Ginifer made a 
statement at the fast Altona Shire Council meeting 
that there was a gap of $400,000 between estimated 


revenue and expenditure. 


This could mean a rate in- 
crease. Cr. Grant had asked 
if copies of draft estimates have 


-| been sent to councillors. 


Cr. Ginifer called for a direc- 
tion by council to the finance 
committee to say whether they 
wanted the rates to go up. 

Cr. Ginifer said that the pre- 
sent uncompleted estimates 
would have to be pruned by 
$400,000 to meet the current 
13.5 cent rate even on the new 
valuation.

NEW BRIDGE IS 
CALLED WEST GATE 


West Gate Bridge is the name 
chosen for the new Lower Yarra 
Crossing, construction of which 
actually started last week. 

The chairman of the Lower 
Yarra Crossing Authority, Mr. 
Oscar Meyer, has announced 
the bridge and roadway will in 
future bs known as the West 
Gate Bridge and Expressway. 

The bridge of eight traffic 
Janes will be completed in 
January, 1971. 

It will be as leng as Bourke- 
st., twice the width of Bourke- 
st. and the roadway will be 
equal in height to the 18th floor 
of BP House. ; 

Last week Mr. Meyer said: 
“The Lower Yarra Crossing 
Authority has accelerated by 
perhaps 15 years Route 9 of 
the Melbourne Master Plan of 
the Board of Works. < 

“This is the commencement 
of actual physical construction 
of one of the largest and most 
complex single engineering pro- 
jects yet attempted in this 
State, or in fact, . Australia, 
many manhours having been in- 
volved in the preparatory 
effort.”” 

Mr. Meyer referred to the 
fact that $40,000,000 had been 
secured from lending authori- 
ties and that funds will be spent 


‘on materials to an extend of 


95 per cent. of the total. 
Estimated usage of West Gate 
Bridge is 30,000 vehicles per 
day in 1971, rising to 68,000 
vehicles per day in 1985.

Sen. Const. John Dix, of Al.

The Victorian Footbal! Union 
Players’ Accident Fund hos 
been exponded to cover teams 
offiliated with the Victorion 
Country Football League. 

Announcing this, the secre- 
tary of the Fund, Mr. J. A. 
Ragg, said that by extending 
coverage to teams affiliated 
with the V.C.F.L., the Fund 
would ultimately be able to of- 
fer even- greater benefits to 
both suburbon and = country 
football cfubs. 

Mr. Ragg pointed out that 
the Fund was a non-profit body 
and a registered friendly soci- 
ety, whosé sole purpose was to 
provide eligible clubs, with 
maximum protection for their 
players in the event of injury 
on the football field. 

.Mr. Ragg said’ that the “‘loss 
‘of wages’, medical and hospi- 
‘tal benefits paid injured play- 
ers by the Fund, where not af- 
fected by, and did not affect,

Because of this, clubs were 
now able to offer their players 
adequate protection without 
having to use finance often ‘in- 
tended : originally for such 
things as ‘end of the year trips’.

Medical Services: 

Pensioners are issued with a 
Pensioner Medical Service Card 
which entitles the holder and his 
dependants to free medical con- 
sultation by an approved general 
practitioner, The doctor must in- 
itial and date the card at the time 
of the visit and the free service 
operates only from the date of 
receipt of the card, 


Most medicines are available 
free to pensioners, but it is the re- 
sponsibility of the pensioner to 
ensure that the doctor has written 
the pension number on all pre- 
scriptions for these medicines. 
Pensioners are required to pay for 
all other medicines. so 
Pensioners with entitlement 
cards and their dependants are 
generally entitled to in-patient 
treatment without charge in the 
public wards. of public hospitals. 
An amount of $2 per day is de- 
ducted from the account of pen- 
sioners or their dependants who 
are patients in nursing homes ap- 
proved under the National Health 
Act. 

Employment: 

Pensioners are reminded that 
they may have some earnings and 
still receive a full or reduced pen- 
sion, Enquiries about earnings 
should be made to the Depart- 
ment of Social Services and re- 
garding employment to the Com- 
monwealth Employment Service 
in your area, 

Telephone Rentals, Radio and 
Television Licences: ~-.— 

A reduction of one-third in the 
basic annual rental for a tele- 
phone is available to pensioners 
provided they are living alone, 
with another pensioner, or with a 
person whose income does not ex- 
ceed $23 weekly, Free radio and 
television licences are available to 
blind pensioners and reduced li- 
cences available to all other pen- 
sioners in the above = circum- 
stances. Applications should be

78% of the local business mail 
and 67% of local private mail 
posted at Altona is being post- 
coded compared with State 
figures of 63% for business and 
62% for private. 


He said that -postcode played 
a major role in the rapid dis- 
tribution of mail, and that co- 
operation of the public in the 
use of postcode will greatly 
assist in keeping the mails mov- 
ing on schedule. 

‘While postcode has been de- 
signed to take full advantage 
of the introduction of electronic 
sorting equipment, Mr. Luttick 
emphasised that it also greatly 
simplified manual sorting. 

The Postmaster gave the fol- 
lowing hints to reduce the need 
to look up postcode numbers— 


| @ Make a postcode list of the 


places written to regularly. 
@ Always write your own post- 
code on your letterhead. 

Postcode was now widely ac- 
cepted throughout Australia. 
Many municipal councils were 
introducing postcode on street 
namesigns and most firms now 
include postcode on letterheads 
and invoices. 

Mr. Luttick said that pris- 
oners at Parramatta Gaol had 
transcribed the postcode for 
New South Wales into braille 
for members of the Royal Blind 
Society of NSW. The braille 
postcode comprised two volumes 
each of 90 pages, 13in. x 10in. 
in size. The Society had posted 
the books to every blind braille 
reader throughout the State. 

Overseas, coding systems were 
already operating in the United 
States and West Germany. The 
British postcode was introducing 
a mail coding system and had 
also adopted the name postcode 
as the most suitable.

The Altona Shire Council last week 
rejected a staff and planning committee's 
recommendation to sack the shire’s 
ranger, Mr. W. H. Onken. ' 

It ordered that the matter be referred back to 


the council’s general purposes committee (which is 
the: full council meeting behind closed doors). 








- Thursday, April 18, 1968. 
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The exact nature of the rea- 
sons for the committee’s recom- 
mendation was not put beforé 
the council. 


“T believe this to be a personal 
ene. ” said the shire president, 
H. W. Lee, “and I am not 
sepaeed to vote on the question 
that has not been fully covered.” 


The -minutes of the staff and 
planning committee of April 1 
were presented to the council. 


They said— 


“RANGER POSITION” 

‘‘At this stage, the Shire En- 
gineer reported on the circum- 
stances which ‘had led to the 
suspension of Mr. W. H. 
Onken, Ranger, on March 25. 
The matter had been discussed 
by staff and planning commit- 
tee that evening prior to the 
council meeting and deferred 
to the meeting of the commit- 
tee on April 1 

“Mr. Norman Boyd, super- 
intendent of parks and gar-! 
dens, was in attendance, and 
was questioned on incidents 
which took place at approxi- 
mately commencement of 
work on oe March 25. 

“Mr. W. H. Onken, the 
Tanger under suspension, was 
then interviewed on the same 
matter. 


“RECOMMENDED” 
“That Mr. W. H. Onken be 
dismissed from employ with 
the Council of the Shire of 

Altona immediately 

Cr. Lee told the Sail meet- 
ing that he was opposed to the 
recommendation. He said— 

“It is wrong to suspend some- 
one, then have no work done. 
It will be two weeks without 
having the dogs looked after. 

“So far as“I know I would 
challenge this before us. I be- 
lieve that what took place took 
place outside workjng hours. 

“What did transpire is some- 
thing which I dont agree with, 
but what action that could have 
been taken could have been 
taken privately. 

“TI know that Myr. Onken’s 
actions have long been subject 
to the perusal of this council, 
but it has been stated that he 
“is the best man for the job. 

“This is what I believe a be 
a personal feud. 

An officer spoke to him and 
‘Mr. Onken replied on a per- 
sonal basis. 

“This particular person was 
suspended without explanation. 

“It is only that he used abusive 
language to an officer. 

“This was reported to the 
executive officer and this led him 
to be suspended. 

“But this happened outside 
working hours. 

“I’m oppesed to this man 


being railroaded,’’ Cr. Lee 
said. 
Cr. P. A. Burns (who was 


chairman of the particular staff 
and planning oes meet- 
ing) told Cr. “IT think you 
have been igeanaed. I ques- 
tioned both men and I am satis- 
fied that this wasn’t outside 
working hours." 

Cr. Burns said that he ques- 
tioned both men and heard “two 
different stories.” 

Cr. Lee asked him: ‘Was 
there evidence to support either 
of them?” 

Cr. Burns: “‘No."* 

Cr. D. K. Grant (who sat with 
Cr. Burns on the committee) 
asked: “How do you view the 
fact that it took place on coun- 
cil property?’’

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SCHOOL HEALTH 
EXAMINATION 


Routine medical examinations 
of all school children will in 
future be conducted in the pre- 
sence. of parents when the 
pupils are in Grade 1. 

This was revealed when the 
Minister of Health, the Hon. 
Vv. O. Dickie, MLC; replied to 


questions asked in siete Parlia- 
ie by the Hon. I. R. Cathie, 
MIC. 


The questions were— 


(a) On what basis were school 


health checks being halved for 


many pupils? 


(b) When was the decision 
made to abolish the Grade 2 
and Grade 5 health examina- 
tions? : 


(c) How many children in pri- 
mary schools are affected by 
these cuts? 


(d) Is it a fact that in many 
instances defects such as poor 
eyesight and deafness cannot 
be discovered until the Grade 5 
medical check because at Grade 
1 children cannot read; if so, 
what plans has the Government 
formulated to restore this check? 


The Hon. 
plied— 


“(a) In the past, three routine 
medical examinations. of the 
child were attempted during his 
school life. The growth of the 
school population placed a strain 
on the school medical service 
similar to that on Education De- 


VY. O. Dickie re- 


possible to include new schools 
on school medical service 
schedules. By 1965, there were 
76,000 . children in schools not 
visited by the school medical 
service, and it was expected 
that this number would rise by 
about 20,000 per annum. 


It is now thought better to 
concentrate on a thorough medi- 
cal examination in Grade 1 
in the presence of the parent, 
and to omit repeat examinations 
of apparently healthy children 
later in school life. Checks are 
made later on children found 
to need medical attention, and 
on those whose teachers suspect 
that their education is retarded 
by untreated illness or defect. 


(b) In August, 1966, the Minis- 
ter of Health informed the 
Minister of Education of the 
proposal to omit repeat medical 
examination of apparently 
healthy children and concentrate 
on examining more children in 
Grade 1. 


In 1967, delitmaty changes 
were made to introduce this new 
scheme in 75 per cent of schools. 


As from the start of 1968, 
the change has been made on 
a State-wide basis. 


_(e) The changes affect all pri- 
mary school children, a it 
will now be possible to include 
some new schools on school 
medical service rosters which 
would not: otherwise have been 
visited. 


- (d) It has been found possidle 
te check the vision and hearing 
of Grade 1 children efficiently 
in nearly all cases. Some types 
of vision defect do.not appear 
‘until a later age. An attempt 
is made under the new scheme 
to identify these by maintaining 
vision checks in Grade 4 and 
Form I in those schools visited. 
In addition, teachers are given

PARENTS’ CHECK-LIST FOR SCHOOLS 


Mr. H. P. Schoenheimer, Education Cor- 
respondent of ‘The Australian’’, has re- 
corded his view’ of what parents should 


look for in public (and he means the word 


literally) schools. 


His advice could well be taken by members of 


School Committees and Advisory Councils as guide- 


lines to their own responsibilities. 


Here are the items 


to check and the questions to ask, on your school 


and buildings. 
Would you be pleased to have 
them published in a history book 
of the 1980’s with the caption, 
“These are the beautiful ¢ 
and building in which the peo- 
ple of affluent 1968 Australia 
have their child- 


school ground 


were proud to 
ren educated’? 


Rooms and Furnishing: 


Inside the school room you. 


might ask yourself: “Is this 
the standard of accommodation 
and furnishing that f would be 
happy to find (a) in my home? 
(>) in any city office? 


Do the standard of comfort, 
beauty, heating and cooling, ven- 
tilation and design measure up 
te those that I demand for my- 
self at home or in my job? 


There is a lot to see in a 
classroom, occupied or empty. 
Sit down at a desk and ask how 
well it is designed for careful 
efficient work. Spread a_ few 
books on it — say a text-book, 
dictionary or atlas and an exer- 
cise book — add ruler, pens, 
rubber, posibly colored ink or 
pastels, then sit with good com- 
fortable posture and write some- 
thing, if you can. If the light- 
ing strains your eyes, compare 
it, too, with standards in office 
and home. 


Count the desks in the room. 
If there are more than 30, that 
class is too large by modern 
standards. If there are more 
than 35, Australian and over 
seas educators say the situation 
is pretty poor. If there are more 
than 40 — well, he’s your child; 
don't say nobody warned you. 

Now multiply the number of 
desks by 16 or, if you're ambi- 
tious for something better, by 
20. This will tell you the num- 
ber of square feet the room 
might reasonbly contain. Many 
Canadian schools work’ on 
square feet per child. 


You can check the area, if 
you really care, either by ask- 
ing the teacher, or by measur- 
ing one panel or one brick, then 
counting, and multiplying up. 
This will give you the statistics. 

Alternatively, just look at the 
room and ask yourself how fun- 
tional it is for any activity ex- 
cept sitting and listening. 


And if you think the classroom 
{s crowded, go and take a look 
at the teachers’ staff rooms. In 
most schools, they have to be 


‘}seen to be believed. 


The Staffing: 


Grounds and buildings, rooms . 


and furniture are important but 
secondary. Education is people. 
Ask the teacher how he enjoys 
teaching and what is needed to 
make it better. 


His answers will tell you a lot 
about him as well as about 
schools. They will also tell you 
a lot about yourself as a citi. 
zen, taxpayer and provider of 
education. Make your own 65- 
timate of teacher morale. 


Why not ask the headmaster 
how many of the teachers on 
his staff have the bare minimum 
professional qualification —‘'pro 
fessional’’ by community stan- 
‘dards, this is, of either a uni- 
versity degree or its mini 
equivalent three years of 
{ post-matriculation -study? Then 
go down the scale and see how 
many teachers (no need to seek 
the embarrassment of actual 
names) have only two yeats of 
beyond-school study, how many 


believe you're entitled to know 
who teaches your children? Or 
don't you care? ° 


If you want to be one of those

‘SPECIAL ENGLISH 
CLASSES 


An interim course designed to 
give migrant children attending 
State schools a working know- 
ledge of English as quickly as 
possible is being drawn up by 
the Education Department. 

The Minister of Education, the 
Hon. L. H. §. Thompson, M 
said today that the course, based 
on the aural-oral approach, 
would also cater for the gradual 
integration of the student into 
the Australian community. 

He said that arrangements 
were being made for selected 
teachers to be specially trained 
in the modern methods and the 
techniques of teaching English 
as a foreign language. 

These teachers would conduct 
trials of the interim course in 
a variety of . schools where 


30| there was a high migrant enrol- 


ment. : 

Mr. Thompson said that it 
was anticipated that in-service 
training would be extended to 
include selected teachers from 
other schools, both metropolitan 
and country, where language 
problems among migrants exis- 


ed. 

Meanwhile, guide ‘notes were 
being prepared to assist these 
teachers. 

The Education Department had 
made considerable progress in 
its plan to help non-English 
speaking students in its schools, 
he said. 

It had— 
@ Appointed a senior teacher 
as a Co-ordinator and Ad- 
viser for the teaching of 
English to migrant students 
in primary, secondary, girls’ 
secondary and tech. schools; 
Conducted a survey by its 
Curriculum and Research 
Branch to find the density of 
migrant population in each 
State School and to deter- 
mine the teaching methods 
employed by teachers in help- 
ing non-English speaking stu- 


dents: 

Followed up the survey find- 
ings with an extensive in- 
vestigation by the Co-ordina- 
ter into problems confront- 
ing migrant students not 
only in learning English as 
a new language, but also in 
fitting themselves into a new 
way of life without losing 
their cultural heritage; and 
Appointed tast February a 
small expert committee of 
experienced teachers to 
assist the Co-ordinator in de- 
vising special courses and in 
implementing these courses 
in various types of schools. 
Mr. Thompson said that in 
addition information had been 
received from migrant students, 
migrant parents, teachers and 


leading authorities from Vic-
